At tho last appearance of this fam 


oils comet, in 1835, it was remarkable 
for strange and sudden changes- in its 
aspect, sending forth huge flames, di- 
verging toward the sun. 
After ac- 


cumulating on the surface of the com- 
et these bright emanations were v'o- 
Icntly swept back and• formcti a tail 
of considerable length, 
which pome 


eminent astronomers concluded 
purely electrical phenomenon. • 


The tail exhibited by Halley's com- 


et in 18155 consisted of long, straight 
rays, borne along as in 
a 
torrent, 


with an initial velocity of five miles 
a second, but constantly increasing un- 
til It became enormous. The tail ob- 
served on Dec. 29 has lint yet reach- 
ed the magnitude ol that, observed on i 
Oct. 
15, 1835, but it is likely to grow j 


until it becomes spectacular.
